Let the kaiser de- 
clare himself ready and let him fit 
himself with new Germany as her first 
citizen.” 

This utterance by Maximilian Har- 
den, addressed to several thousand peo- 
ple in Berlin on Sunday, was loudly 
applauded. 

Herr Harden, whose plain spoken 
language in Die Zukunft, of which 
he is editor, has caused a suspension 
of that journal on several occasions, 
was permitted, according to the re- 
ports of his address, to speak freely 
and without hindrance. His remarka- 
ble declaration respecting surrender 
and the “kaiser’s cross” followed a re- 
view of the situation in which he point- 
ed out that Bulgaria was occupied,

or the number of subscribers. They 
still felt no doubt that the loan had 
been over-subscribed, but explained 
that many earlier messages appeared 
too optimistic in the light of actual 
figures now being compiled by every 
bank and local committee over the 
country. 

Some cities which at first reported

their marks. 
There was good ground, however, 
for the estimate that 22,004000 or 


| more individuals had subscribed to the 


greatest war loan ever floated by any 


| government. The fact that many of

the belief that the number of actual 
bond holders would be considerably 
higher. 

Owing to the present uncertainty, 
the treasury expects to make no further 
announcement concerning the results 
of the loan until definite and official 
figures are received from each federal 
reserve bank.

The tailors’ strike or lockout, as the 
rneymen tailors called it, was 
rought to a close Monday when prac- 
tically all of the merchant tailors sign- 
ed an agreement with the local No. 51 
of the Tailors’ union.

Three weeks ago the tailors’ union 
asked for an increase of 25 per cent 
and that the employes renew the con- 
tract to operate under a closed shop 
policy. The employers agreed to the 
reise, but refused to sign any agree- 
ment concerning union labor, declaring 
that they would henceforth operate un- 
der an open shop policy. Claiming that 
this constituted a lockout, the tailors 
refused to continue work. 


For three weeks matters have been 
at a standstill, although various joint 
meetings have been held. 
part of last week, however, the mer- 
chant tailors one by one began sign- 
ing the agreement with the union, un- 
til at the end of the week five of the 
custom taflor shops had affiliated them- 
selves with the union.

PRODIGAL WASTE. 


Our trolley cars are now run on a skip- 
stop plan schedule; all electric current for 
lighting is to be cut off from 7 o’clock in 
the morning until 4 o’clock in the evening; 
there is to be no artificial street lighting on 
moonlight nights, and henceforth only about 
one-half of the current now used for artifi-

All as a tribute to wastage at a time 
when the government Is preaching as never 
before the wholly righteous doctrine of con- 
servation! 

For years—but never so vehemently as 
now—the government has been admonishing 
“conservation;” while running down the 
slopes and through the valleys of Georgia is 
enough wasted water power to do the work 
of, and make it possible to conserve, every 
pound of coal used for power purposes in 
this state, to relleve every railroad line from 
the burden of transporting power coal, and 
to release for other lines of industry for 
which labor is in such urgent demand, the 
vast man power required to dig it. 

What a simple solution to one of the 
most vital problems confronting this part of 
the country today: The impounding of the 
streams that run idly by our doorsteps—the 
storage of surplus water in seasons of abun- 
dance for use in periods of water shortage, 
like the present! 

There never was in the history of this 
country more reckless or more nearly crim-

The government has no more important 
task ahead of it than that of solving this 
problem and providing a way by which our 
wasting waters can be harnessed and made 
to do the work on which we have depended 
heretofore on coal to do. 

Its solution involves an undertaking en- 
tirely too big for private enterprise unaided 
and unsupported by the federal government. 

The conservation and utilization of the 
water power resources of the country is 
analogous to the reclamation of the arid 
lands of the west. 

That development was too big for private 
capital; it could not have been financed by 
individuals and private corporations. At- 
tempt after attempt in that direction had 
failed, when finally the government got 
back of it and practically financed it on a 
basis that insured to the government reim- 
bursement for every dollar expended—in 
fact, a large part of the expenditure already 
has been repaid. And the result has been 
that millions of acres of formerly desert 
lands have been reclaimed and made as pro- 
ductive as the valley of the Nile. 

The same theory and principles must be 
applied to the development of the latent 
water power resources of the country. 


THE SHAME OF TWO STATES! 


The condition of the Dixie highway is at 
least passably good, clear from Mackinaw, 
Mich., to Waycross, Ga., and from the north- 
ern boundary of Duval county, Fla., on 
south through Florida to Miami, on the east 
coast and to Tampa on the west. 

This does not mean that the highway 
from the Great Lakes to Waycross is all 
that it could be or should be, for there are 
intervening links in it that must be im- 
proved. Offsetting the few faulty stretches 
there are long stretches of good paving, and 
the whole distance is safely and easily tra- 
versable the year round. 

But from Waycross southward, through 
Ware and Charlton counties, Georgia, and 
through Nassau county, Florida, until the 
brick pavement is met at the Nassau-Duval 
line about twelve miles from Jacksonville, 
the story is different. 

That stretch of-highway—the main over- 
land artery connecting Atlanta and the 
cities of the northern states with the Flor- 
ida metropolis—is, in spring, summer, fall 
and winter, perhaps the worst stretch of 
main public thoroughfare, of similar im- 
portance, that is to be found anywhere in 
the United States! 

In dry weather it is axle-deep with loose 
sand and dust; in wet weather, a ribbon 
of slush and mud—always zig-zag and wind- 
ing like a snake’s trail, rough, gouged out 
and full of dangerous chuck holes. In short, 
it is a horror to anything on wheels, and 
few essay it a second time except by ab- 
solute compulsion—never for pleasure! 

From time to time The Constitution is 
in receipt of complaints about the condition 
of this “No Man’s Land” in highway devel- 
opment. 

“What is the matter with the authori- 
ties of Georgia and of Florida,” ask the 
complainants, in effect, “that they permit 
this short span to remain in such an insuf- 
ferable state of neglect? What is the rea- 
son that this piece of road is neglected 
month after month and year after year and 
let go constantly from bad to worse, until 
now it is practically impassable?” 

With its uniformly splendid system of 
highways traversing the state from north 
to south and from east to west, it is hard 
to understand how the state of Florida can 
compose itself and maintain its merited 
pride in its good roads while its short span 


of this most important of all of its highway, 


arteries remains in such a condition as it 
is in!

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Tax Commission’s Hearings 
Attracting General Interest 


yeneral interest attaches to the meeting 
on November 30 of the special tax commis- 
sion now investigating the tax conditions in 
this state. At this meeting all persons and 
business interests are invited to express 
their views on the subject of. tax revision, 
and it is expected that many will take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. 

The special tax commission authorized 
by the last general assembly in the tax and 
revenue measure enacted by that body has 
for the past month been investigating the 
tax system of the state, with the view 
of overcoming such a change in the law as 
will provide the additional revenue impera- 
tively demanded to meet the requirements of 
the state. 

The commission is composed of ten mem- 
bers with Governor Dorsey as ex-officio 
chairman. The other members of the com- 
mission are Judge Enoch Callaway, Dean 
Edward Johnson of Emory college, Sena- 
tors H. R. DeJarnette, R. A. Denny, Repre- 
sentatives Seaborn Wright, Zach Arnold, 
L. R. Akin and State Commissioner J. C. 
Hart as ex-officio advisor. 

This commission was given power to make 
a thorough investigation of tax conditions 
in the state comparing them with the meth- 
ods and efficiency of other states. It was 
empowered to hold as many as six meetings 
at different places in the state, to which 
meetings the general public is to be invited. 
At the public meetings any citizen will be 
given the right to discuss any phase of the 
tax conditions in regard to their effect on 
the people of the state. 

When a thorough investigation is com- 
pleted a report embodying the conclusions 
and recommendations of the commission is 
to be submitted to the. governor and this 
will be transmitted by him to the general 
assembly of 1919 within five days after it 
convenes. He shal] also send to each mem- 
ber of the assembly at least ten days before 
the session a copy of the report. An abridged 
copy is also to be made, 10,000 copies of 
which are to be distributed to citizens of 
the stat®. 

This commission shall also submit to the 
next legislature a comprehensive revenue 
bill based on its recommendations. This 
is an especially important feature of the 
commission's work and may result in a 
sweeping change in the manner of 
the making of the annual, or semi-annual, 
tax levy of the state. 

So far two meetings have been held by 
the commission in the office of the gover- 
nor. 

Sub-committees have been appointed which 
are to investigate different phases of the 
tax problem and submit reports on their 
findings. 7 

The next meeting of the commission ig to 
in the governor's office on the 
20th of November, while on the 30th of that 
month a public meeting will be held at which 


‘anyone who wishes to do so may appear. 


The atithority conferred on the commis- 
sion is so broad as to enable it to recom- 
mend a complete change in Georgia’s tax 
system if jit sees fit to do so.

U.S. Officials and Leading Citizens 
Reach Atlanta for Trade Meeting 


To attend the conference called for the 
purpose of discussing the trade development 
and expansion of the south, and especially 
the St. Mary’s canal project, a large number 
of prominent business men of the south and 
government officials began arriving in At- 
lanta Monday. The conference, which was 
called at the request of Governor Dorsey 
by the president/of the Southern Commercial 
Congress, will begin today at the convention 
hall of the Piedmort hotel, where headquar- 
ters have been established. 

The first session will be held at 10 o’clock, 
and at 1:30 the representatives will be en- 
tertained at a luncheon at the hotel, which 
will be tendered through the Atlanta Con- 
vention Bureau through Colonel F. J. Paxon 
and Fred Houser. The afternoon session will 
begin at 2:30 o’clock, and the evening ses- 
sion at 8 p, m. 


Owens Will Preside. 

Clarence J. Owens, of the Commercial Con- 
gress, who is in charge of the meeting, ar- 
rived in Atlanta Monday afternoon, and will 
preside at the morning and afternoon ses- 
sions. Colonel Robert W. Bingham, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., president of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress, is expected to preside at 
the evening session. 

Among the government officials who have 
arrived to attend the conference is Cap- 
tain S. T. Chambers, chief engineer of ports 
and harbors of the United States shipping 
board, who will make an address. Captain 
Chambers has just returned from Europe, 
where he made ae special study (for 
government of European ports and their fa- 
cilities for trade after the war. His ad- 
dress here will be the first since his return 
and will be of unusual interest for this 
reason. 

At the meeting a constructive program 
of development and trade expansion for the 
south will be formulated, and wil] be pre- 
sented at the annual meeting of the Southern 
Commercial Congress, which will be held in 
Baltimore, Md., December 8-12. 

The meeting will be addressed by Gov- 
ernor Hugh Dorsey, who will explain the St. 
Mary’s canal project. Mayor Candler and 
Ww. H. White, Jr., president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, willl welcome the del- 
egates, 

According to Mr. Owens, aside from the 
St. Mary’s canal project, seven questions, 


which are of vast importance to the south 
at the present time, will be discussed. They 
are railways, inland waterways, highways, 
the merchant marine, banking facilities, 
products, both exports and imports, and the 
geographical advantages of the south. 

T. R. Eldridge, Jr., who is in charge of 
the eastern division of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce of the United 
States department of commerce, and who has 
made a special survey of Latin America and 
the Far East, will speak on the trade possi- 
bilities of the south. The railroad admin- 
istration will be represented at ghe confer- 
enc by B. L. Winchell, regional director of 
railroads of the southeast, and Charles T. 
Airey, chairman of the southern export com- 
mittee of the railroad administration. 

Wellborn Will Attend. 

The Sixth Federal Reserve district will be 
represented by M. B. Wellborn, chairman of 
the board of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta, and he will be assisted by Joseph A. 
McCord, the governor, and James B. Pike, 
the cashier. 

During the morning” session Tuesday 
papers will be from Senator Duncan U. Flech- 
er, chairman of the senate committee on 
commerce; Congressman § John H. Small, 
chairman of the house committee on rivers 
and harbors; Congressman J. Hampton 
Moore, president of the Atlantic Deeper Wa- 
terways association, and Director Rodgers, 
of the United States bureau of census, will 
be read. 

S. G. McLendon, newly elected secretary 
of state, will aid in formulating the plans 
for a constructive program. Charles Hall 
Davis, of Petersburg, Va., will also deliver 
an address on the St. Mary's canal. 

A committee will be appointed at 
morning session to draw resolutions and after 
the subject is discussed throughout the day, 
the plan of action will be acted upon at 
the evening session.

The night before, one stalled supply train 
had kept the dice going all night on the 
ground alongside, despite the pandemonium 
of the sins and despite the inky blackness.

FARCICAL EXAMINATION 
CHILDREN, 


Describing methods and results of the 
medical inspection of school children ag re- 
quired by law in New York state, Dr. G. M. 
Retan, school médical inspector tn the vil- 
lage of Solvay, mentions that among 1,450 
Children thus examined by the school doctor 
fourteen were found with pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. In no such case had the parents any 
suspicion of the child's condition. 

If medical inspection everywhere could 
accomplish as much it would be well worth 
the price. To cure tuberculosis you must 
diagnose it early. If you can detect the dis- 
ease in the lung before the victim’s health 
is greatly impaired a cure is almost assured. 
That is the highest kind of prophylaxis. Re- 
member that the parents of these fourteen 
fortunate children had no suspicion that their 
children were in the early stage of consump- 
tion. 

The saving to the community by the de- 
tection of these fourteen cases of tubercu- 
losis in their incipiency when the patients 
were mostly incapable of infecting other chil- 
dren (though tubercle bacilli were found in 
the sputum of three of the fourteen chil- 
dren) cannot be estimated in dollars. It was 
& saving of many thousands of dollars. So, 
even though medical inspection of school 
children included nothing else than an ex- 
amination of the chest it would be a valuable 
investment for the people.

STRICTER CURTAILMENT _ | 
OF ELECTRIC LIGHTS | 
TO BE EFFECTIVE TODAY | 


An even stricter curtailment of electric 
lights goes into effect today. No electric 
lights are to be used anywhere between the 
hours of 7 in the morning and 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, except for safety lights in 
buildings and |! spitals and where absolute- 
ly necessary. No electric lights for com- 
mercial use shall be used after 6 o’eclock in 
the evening during the week and 9 o’clock 
on Saturday. There are the same excep- 
tions now that were in the past ordered for 
hotels, drug stores, restaurants, bakeries, 
confectioners, fruit and cigar stands, ex- 
cept that these exceptions are limited to 
one-half the number of lights ordinarily 
used. 

Retail motor power may be used only 
from 7 o’clock in the morning until 12 noon, 
except for refrigerating and elevators. All 
elevator service is to be curtailed 50 per 
cent. It is requested that residential users 
of electricity use only the actually required 
amount of electricity and that they be par- 
ticularly careful of the use of all electric 
lights after 4 in the afternoon. 

Hydro-electric customers will operate un- 
der rules already made, as they cover in- 
dividual cases. 

The above restrictions and requests are 
made by Captain George K. Miltenberger, of 
the United States engineers, who tepresents 
the war industries board here in Atlanta.

New York World: Germany is not 
yet ready to admit its defeat and ac- 
cept the terms which it begins to fear 
are to be imposed by its triumphant 
adversaries, When it presently recog- 
mizes that it cannot .win in the fieid 
and that al its strategems elsewhere 
do not involve its adversaries in jeal- 
ousies and disputes, it will yield, as 
many another nation as proud, if not 
as powerful, has had to yield. 

New York Herald: Today, as on the 
heels of the American note of October 
8, the demand of the American people 
will be—no armistice, no negotiations, 
no discussions, no peace until there is 
open admission of defeat by whatever 
government Germany may have, and 
no thought of peace until the German

Journal: The Ger- 
man government offers a reply that is 
not worth the paper on which it. is 
printed. . . . It is a compliance in 
form without yielding anything except 
what has to be yielded to the hard ar- 
zument of force. 

Portland (Maine) Press: The reply 
is nothing more than a clumsy effort 
to keep open the door of negotiations 
and to provoke further discussion. It 
will not impress the American people 
as sincere. 

Buffalo (N. Y.) Express: If Mr. Wil- 
son replied at all, it should be to the 
effect that if the German government 
desires an armistice it should send 
commissioners to the allied war coun- 
cil, headed by Marshal Foch. 

Toledo Times: The entente must 
realize that the German government 
still is the Hohenzollerns. ... Wil- 
son must answer this note, and we 
hope he will discard polite diplomatic 
language and use the harsh phrase, 
“unconditional surrender.” 

Baltimore Sun: The German govern- 
ment “trusts that the president of the 
United States will approve of no de- 
mand which would be irreconcilable 
with the honor of the German people 
and with opening a way to a peace of 
justice.’”’ What grim humor! Why 
hypocrisy! The German government 
knows that any peace reconcilable with 
the German sense of honor, as it has 
disclosed itself during the last four 
years would be an atrocious one.

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CANDIDATES FOR BOARD © 
DISCUSSED BY PATRONS 


Cémmitteemen representing school 
patrons of the fifth and eighth wards, 
which form one school district, hel 
a meeting Monday night at the Eng- 
lish Avenue school for the purpose of 
agreeing upon a candidate for the new 
board of education, but were not able 
to decide on the proper man to sup- 
port. 

The names of Edgar Watkins and 
George Eubanks were proposed and 
while both men pecsbeed strong sup- 
por, it proved impossible to reach an 
agreement by which either one would 
be given the unanimous indorsement 
of the gathering of representatives. 
The indications now are that other 
candidates will be proposed in the near 
future. 

The meeting first split on the rocks 
of committee authority and then 
when a vote was taken that gave Eu- 
banks a majority of two over his op- 
ponent, it adjourned without reaching 
any agreement. 

The real issue of the evening came 
over the proposal to adopt resolutions 
by which delegates bound themselves

resolution calling for all the delegates 
to pledge themselves to support any 
nominee elected by the majority of 
those present. 


Maddox Elected Chairman. 


The discussion on this point began 
immediately after J. W. Maddox, of the 
fifth ward, and a delegate from State 
Street school, was elected chairman. It 
developed that the fifth ward members 
had come prepared to make a final 
selection of a candidate, and the eighth 
ward delegates had been vested only 
with authority to arrange for a mass 
meeting of the entire district and, if 
possible, agree on a nominee to pre- 
sent at that time. 

The men from the fifth ward were 
united, all being the appointees of one 
man, the chairman, J. W. Maddox, twho 
was authorized to name them at a 
meeting of the fifth ward schools Mon- 
day night a week ago. Mr. Maddox also 
stated that he appointed the delegates 
from the Home Park school. All of the 
Maddox men were anxious to secure a4 
vote by which all the committeemen 
would pledge themselves to stand by 
a majority candidete. 

Frank Calloway and W. D. Elllis, Jr., 
speaking for the Tenth Street dele- 
gation, stated frankly that they could 
not pledge the votes of their constitu- 
ents, since they must report back to 
the school which-sent them for final 
action. The larger part of the hour 
and a half consumed by the meeting 
wasspentin discussing this difference, 
which, as Mr. Ellis said, could not be 
overcome owing to the conditions of 
some of the appagintments. He It 
sure, he said, that any candidate nomi- 
nated by a unanimous vote of the com- 
mittees would be supported by patrons 
of the Tenth Street school. 

The substitute proposed by Mr. Ellis 
pledging delegates to the support only 
of an unanimously selected candidate 
was accepted by a vote of 15 to 14. 


Names of Candidates. 


When ready to proceed with the vot- 
ing, Chairman Maddox read the names 
of several men who had been suggested 
as candidates. Among these were 
George Eubanks, now serving on the 
board, and Edgar Watkins, who was 
present. as a delegate. 

Mr. Watkins rose and announced that 
he was by no means a candidate, al- 
though he considered the place one of 
the most important in connection with 
city affairs. 

He was followed by Mr. Ellis, who 
stated that he was sure Mr. Watkins 
would accept if unanimously appointed, 
and formally nominated him as the 
choice of the committee from Tenth 
Street school. He said that Mr. Wat- 
kins had graduated from the State uni- 
versity, later had served as president 
of the board of education in Houston, 
Texas, and then told of his long resi- 
dence in Atlanta, characterized by good 
citizenship. 

W. H. Johnson nominated Dr. Chan- 
dler, of the fifth ward, but there ap- 
peared to be no second to his motion.

'TAX EXEMPTION ASKED 
ON MONEY FOR CHARITY 


Washington, October 21.—Numerous 
| requests urging the adoption by the 
| senate committee of an amendment to 
'the war revenue bill which would give 
corporations and individuals, alike, ex- 
emption from taxation on portions of 
their incomes donated to charitable and 
welfare work organizations, have been 
received by the committee. Under the 
house provisions, individuals only are 
granted exemptions where the amount 
of such gifts does not exceed 15 per 
cent of the net income. Those who 
get the extension of the exemption to 
gifts of corporations point to the ef- 
fect which failure to do so many have 
upon future campaigns of the Red 
Cross and other organizations for war 
funds. 

While members of the committee de- 
clined to be quoted, several of them 
intimated that a majority opposed the 
proposal on the ground that corpora- 
tions have no right to contribute 
stockholders’ money.

Amendments, offered by Senator

Lieutenant Van H. Burgin, of the 
second pursuit group of the United 
States air service in France, has writ- 
ten a highly interesting letter to his 
father, F. A. Burgin, of Atlanta. 

Lieutenant Burgin is only 20 years 
old. He went to the Boys’ High schoo! 
here and right from high schoo! en- 
tered the air service. For awhile he 
attended the ground school for avia- 
tors at Tech and was sent from there 
to Kelly Field, San Antonio, Texas 
It was from Kelly field that he went 
to France. 

U. 8, Air Service, American Expeditionary 
Forces, France, September 17, 1913.—Dearz 
Father, Mother and Leon: Iam at the front 
as you Know, and go over the line again thi: 
evening. I am in the second pursuit group 
I am driving a plane of my own, it is 
——, they are king of the front. anc 
wonderfully fast; they wlll outdive any 
“Boche"’ at the front, which is a great con 
venience when a Boche ts on your tail. Yor 
should see me in my new plane; it has : 
skeleton on one side, with a scythe in it: 
hand, and for every Hun there is a niche fr 
the blade; also on the side of the skeleto: 
there is a tombstone with a black cross o1 
it I also have mother’s and my best girl’: 
name on the side. 


Under Shellfire. 

Yesterday, for the first time, I was under 
shelifire by the German big guna, not i: 
the air, but on the ground. Several of wu: 
boys of the Second Pursuit group visite: 
Thiacourt, now the front line of trenches fo: 
the Americans, 

They told us when we started to the line: 
that we could not go unless we had «a 
helmet and gas mask, so we got those, anc 
lit out for the trenches, in the squadron 
car, a Hudson super six. All along the 
road we passed little groups of men, dough- 
boys, heading for the line, presumably from 
some evacuation hospital, and on either sid: 
of the road here and there a great hole ir 
the ground where the big shells, which 
drop now and then, had almost excavated 
a place for a young lake Getting closer tu’ 
the front all the time, we noted the lack 
of noise from the big guna Nothing cou): 
be heard but the tramp of feet, some rum 
bling trucks, and here and there som: 
southern “shine’’ singing and picking som: 
Hun banjo. 

On up the road we went; once we paased 
a fleet of little tanks, little caterpillar tank: 
with two men and a deadly gun tower, al 
reptile creeping along to get close so that 
it might pounce on its intended victim. 

Saw Broken Bridges. 

As we went farther away from civiliza- 
tion toward the trenches we began to see 
broken bridges, holeg all over the ground 
camouflaged roads, here and there a train 
of artillery waiting for the sign to move. 

It was growing on toward 5 o'clock, and 
the sky was overcast; looked like it was go 
ing to rain. We came to the top of a hil 
and looked over; down in the valley wer: 
many soldiers, waiting for the orders to 
move. We went on to the top of the nex! 
hill, and down in a little valley was Thia 
court. We wondered why everyone wa: 
watching Thiacourt. so intensely; but 
knowing a lot and being men of the air, ws 
did not stop to ask why, so we left ou 
car on top of the hill and, with our helmet: 
on and gas masks under our chins, we pro 
ceeded on foot down the hill to the town oi 
Thiacourt. 

We were not more than 200 yards from 
the town when it happened. You have no 
idea what the noise of a shell is like from 
the air for the simple reason that the noise 
of the motor is so great that you cannot 
hear it. Pardon the expression, but noth- 
ing is more forceful than it. We were 
‘hell-bent’ for sourevnirs and on we strod: 
—nothing but a shell could have stopped us 
Well, suddenly we heard a “whiz-bang”’ and 
a shell exploded not 100 yards in front of 
us. We were the most surprised individuals 
you ever saw. Did we hit the ground? W: 
hit so flat that I almost ruined a brand- 
new suit. Then we realized we were un- 
der shell-fire for the first time; no doubt 
about it. They fell thick and fast around 
us and every time we heard that peculiar 
noise ‘“‘whiz-bang’’ we hit the ground at the 
same time, all the while making tracks for 
the hills. Well, sir. you should have seen 
those doughboys laugh at us. We felt like 
a wet rat and all we could do (those who 
Knew so much) was to return with a sheep 
ish grin. It was a great experience, and 
am going again in a few days, when I get 
off of patrol. 


Wonderful Air Fights. 

Coming back I saw some of the moat 
wonderful air fights I have ever seen. ('n: 
was a biplane Fokker attacked by six 
Spads ‘“‘chasse’’ machines and during ever: 
lull in the firing you could hear the ratt! 
of the deadly Mttle machine guns high uj; 
in the sky. In a few minutes down cam: 
the Hun, a mass of flames and one mor: 
true blue American proved that we sha! 
win, 

We are now fighting on the soll of Lor 
raine, which Germany has had since, I be- 
lieve, 1870, when she took it from France. 

It is a marvel to see the ‘“‘dugouts” which 
the Huns had in Lorraine which they had 
to leave. Concrete floors and one dugout 
saw was a kitchen as long as an army Par. 
racks and underground. It had concrete 
fioors, tile basins, large copper pots hang: 
ing over large fireplaces, and the refrigera- 
tor was full of fish, bread, all kinds of 
canned goods. Plenty is right. 

The only American grave I saw was a 
little grave beside the road. Above tlh: 
grave stood a little cross; on it his he! 
met; leaning against it his gun, with hi 
bayonet sticking at the foot, and no name 

Well, I must close now. Will write you 
again soon. 

Will write you a good one when I get my 
first German, Love to all. Sincerely,

IN STOCK MARKET 


New York, October 21.—With the suc- 
cessful launching of the fourth Liberty 
Loan, financial and speculative interests 
devoted themselves more earnestly to 


ithe stock market today, the net result,

of gains and losses. The German note

The aggregate of operations was 
again considerably over one million 
shares, but of this total half a dozen 
issues such as United States. Steel, 
Southern Pacific, Marine, common and 


preferred, Mexican Petroleum and Bald- | 


win Locomotive contributed almost 560 
per cent. 

United States Steel, which was among 
the leaders to break precipitately in 
last Saturday’s final dealings, regis- 
tered an extreme advance of 2 points, 
scoring its highest quotation in the 
final hour, Dut reacting 1 1-2 points at 
the feverish close. 

Southern Pacafic’s advance of 6 1-2 
points was accompanied by a very large 
demand, the stock retaining all its gain, 
making a total of 12 points from its 
recent minimum. Union Pacific suf- 
fered by contrast, forfeiting more than 
its 1 point gain, but some of the east- 
ern rails, 
developed 
strength. 

Mexican Petroleum again proved its 
unstability by jumping almost 11 points 
and reacting an extreme of 16, ending 
at a loss of 3 1-4 points. Other oils 
were heavy and General Motors re- 
placed an early gain of 7 1-2 points 
with a net loss of 2 {1-2 points.

The Oise canal has been crossed on 
a wide front from Etreux southward 
against the heaviest resistance. Here, 
as elsewhere, all along this part of 
the battle area, the Germans are fight- 
ing with the realization that every 
foot of ground lost increases the men- 
ace to their comrades for many miles 
to the north and south. 

Americam troops participating in this 
action crossed the canal under heavy 
fire. They and the British killed a 
number of Germans who were 
fought to stop them after they had 
gained it. 

The River Selle has been crossed all 
along its course from a point north of 
Le Cateau to the Scheldt and is be- 
ing rapidly left behind. 

In this region the River Ecaillion has 
been reached and probably crossed. 

The Germans have delivered a num- 
ber of counter attacks, but in every case 
they have broken down under the hot 
fire of the allied troops. The German 
dead are on the battlefield in great 
numbera. 

In scores of the towns which have 
been won from the enemy, Germans 
have been found hiding in cellars wait- 
ing to surrender. It is reported that 
not a few of them have taken advan- 
tage of the proximity of the Dutch fron- 
tier to cross to the other side, where 
they have been interned. 

In Belgium the allies are 8 miles from 


i Fecloo, and in the whole vast stretch 


betwen Courtrai and the Dutch border, 
the British, French and Belgians are 
pushing the Germans before them, clos- 
ing in toward Ghent, from which they 
are now less than seven miles. 

In the center of the battle front the 
British are on the west bank of the 
Scheldt for more than ten miles, north 
of Tournai, in front of which city the 
Germans are resisting stubbornly with 
machine guns.

Bruges Robbed of Everything. 

London, October 21.—Scenes of hap- 
piness at Bruges eclipsed those at Lille 
after the liberation of the two cities, 
‘actording to the correspondent of The 
Daily Mail. During the occupation of 
Bruges. by the Germans, the people 
there were not allowed to receive news 
from the outer world or from their 
friends inside the German lines, unless 
the news was handled by the German 
officers. The correspondent writes: 

“When the only American woman left 
in Bruges was told of the deeds

The Germans paid for 
nothing except food and drink, and 
then only in paper money. The town 
itself is intact, and the old belfry and 
the front of the Hotel d’Ville are unin- 
jured. Most of the pictrues remain in 
the gallery, and Bruges seems to be as 
restful as in the old days, except that 
all the bridges are gone.

An American naval force co-operating 
with the British at Gibraltar is patroll- 
ing the Atlantic in that vicinity and is 
acting as convoy to vessels going to 
and from Italy, Greece and Egypt.
